BISHOP ON THE OXFORD 


GROUP MOVEMENT 
——— 


The Bishop of Killaloe, the Ri ht Key 
Dr. Patton, presided over the armua meeting 
of the Diocésan Synod, which was held on 
Friday in the recently restored ‘south transept 
of St. Flannan’s Cat vedrai, Killaloe. 

The appeal for funds to restore the transept 
as a memorial to the late Canon MacLaurin 
had met with a most. generous response, he 
said, and another appeal had resulted in the 
erection of a beautiful stained glass window 
in memory of their former bishop, Dr. Berry. 
He paid a tribute to the work of. the Jate 
Colonel 'lottenham. 

In referring t> the Oxford Movement, he 
said that witli some of its Jater and more 
extreme developments he had ‘little svmpathy, 
but following “in the wake of the great 
Evangelical revival it had done much in its 
earliest stages in directing men’s minds to the 
existence ot truths which had long lain buried 
In; the Prayer-book as far as the cenerality 
of Church people were concerned, 

The Bishop then dealt “with the totally 
distinct Oxford proup movement, In it he 
saw vast spiritual possibilities for a distracted 
world, so often Pagan in its outlook. He 
believed that .. had to quite a remarkable 
extent justified its aim and object. Modern 
civilisation was striving to build a new 
civilisation on the quicksands of self-interest, 
and the group claims that what the world 
needed was “ an army of life changers, build- 
ing a new world order on the bed-reck of 
God-directed personality.” The Bishop deprw- 
actual 
knowledge and personal acquaintance with its 
method of working. The movement, hw said. 
could only. be understood from within. 

The President referred with regret to the 
resignation of Colonel O’Callaghan-Westropp 
as a member of the Representative Body. 

Colonel O’Callaghan-Westropp subsequently 
addressed the Synod, and expressed his per- 
sonal regret at his resignation.

executive officer in the Department, thus re- 
presenting that the claim had been approved 
by Mr. O’Herlihy, and uttering the forged 
claim. 

On a second charge he was accused of 
having conspired with others to obtain b 
false pretences, and with having dbiiined, 
from the Paymaster-General of the Free State 
the sum of £762. 

Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office) said that he did not propose to offer 
any further evidence at this stage. “Investi- 
gations had proceeded to a certain extent. but 
were not yet completed, and he was opposing 
any application for bail, | 

Mr. L. Trant McCarthy, ‘solicitor, for the 
defence, said that his chent had been a week 
in custody, and that it might be remembered 
in his favour that he had surrendered of his 
own accord to the Guards at College Station. 
He was prepared to offer £1,000 bail, . 

Detective Sergeant O'Neill said that he had 
to oppose bail on the ground of the gravity 
of the charge and of his opinion that, if the 
accused man were released, it would impede 
the proper completion of inquiries.

NATIONAL EXECUTIVE REPORT. 


The report of the National Executive of the 
Irish Trade Union Congress, which will be 
submitted to the annual meeting of the 
Congress, which meets in Killarney on 
August 2, 3, 4 and 5, deals with a large 
variety of subjects, including the railway 
wrike, the facts in connection with which 
have already been published, 

The report points out, m connection with 
the ‘question of the composite subject of 
“schools,” that the matter was taken up 
with the Department of Education, which 
forwarded a statement covering the subjects 
dealt with in the resolution-of last Congress. 
This statement points out that the general 
difficulty which at present arose in connection 
with any considerable extension in the 
activities of the Department in the present 
economic conditions was one of expense. 
Even with the ‘‘ cut” in teachers’ salaries. 
the figure in connection with the training of 
teachers, their superannuation, inspection of 
schools, central administration and cost of 
awe would probably amount to 


The total amount expended on school 
meals, under the Schools Meals Scheme, 
1951-52, was £16,722, of which 50 per cent. 
was recouped from the School Meals Grant. 

The report states that, while £3,300,000 
seemed a large expenditure, the method ‘of 
financing education in this country differed 
completely from that in vogue m other 
countries. In this country virtually the total 
cost of primary education was borne by the 
National Exchequer. In other countries this 
expenditure was divided into almost equal 
moieties between the national and local 
authorities, : 

The latest available returns showed that 
the average cost of primary education per 
child in the Free State was £8 14s. 6d.: 
England and Wales, £11 15s. 4d., England 
and Wales rural, £10 12s. 7d. 

About forty-five thousand young persons 
reached fourteen and left school uh year. 
The number who went to secondary schools 
was small. It was agreed that the period 
between twelve to eighteen years was the 
most critical period in the development of the 
child. The whole treatment of the post. 
primary ehild by our Department of State 
and the neglect shown by such treatment was 
open to grave criticism. 

The wages and conditions of employment 
of trainéd nurses was taken up, and a 
memorandum on the subject was forwarded 
to the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health. The memorandum claimed 
that the salaries of trained nurses should 
commence ‘at £80 per annum and rise by 
annual increments of £5 to £120. A further 
amount of £44 was claimed in lieu of rations.

STEADY PROVISION TRADE. 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


With the exception of lard, the position of 
which is affected by the erratic movements of 
the American dollar, a steady tone is re- 
ported in most departments of the provision 
trade, and business generally is fairly well up 
to the average for the time of the year. 
There is a distinctly stronger feeling in the 
bacon market, and, with available supplies 
of Danish fairly well cleared, buyers are turn- 
ing their attention to other cures. Spot sup- 
plies of Irish continue light, and values rule 
firm at an advance of 4s., as compared with 
last week, At the weekly meeting of the 
Manchester Bacon “Committee it was decided 
to advance prices of Danish, Swedish, Dutch 
and Polish 2s; per cwt. all round. The 
Danish official quotation for butter has this 
week been wired unchanged, and “ top ’”’ 
again stands at 158 kroner per 100 kilos. At 
the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 182 kroner. and in 1931 190 kroner. 
IRISH BUTTER POSITION, 

_ A steady to firm tone is reported for both 
Contineytak and Colonial makes. Arrivals of 
Irish creamery butter to’ this centre continue 
comparatively light in character. Imports 
from Australia and New Zealand are by no 
means heavy, the latter country accounting 
for the bulk of supplies. Production in Aus- 
tralia has declined further to exceedingly low 
levels, and, in the case of New Zealand, re- 
ceipts are now only slightly above ‘ast year’s 
level. Shipments from the Argentine in the 
first half of 1933 were forty-five per cent. 
less than a véar ago, and are now negligible. 
Butter production in Canada continues on a 
lighter scale than Jest year. The Irish Free 
State, Russia and “Raltic countries are still 
shipping fairly large quantities, but supplies 
from other sources are declining. Exports 
from Denmark during June and shipments 
to the United Kingdom were seven per cent. 
smaller than in the same month of last year. 
Total exports of Danish butter in the first 
haif of this year were nearly three per cent. 
less than in the same period of last year. 
although shipments to this country increased 
by nine per cent. No quota for butter im- 
ports into Fiance has been granted for the 
third quarter of 1933. In the egg market 


demand has been confined mainly to the 
stamped varieties, and consignments from the 
Irish Free State made advanced prices, and 
there was a) firm firish. Doubts are ex- 
pressed, however, as to whether the position 
will be maintained next week owing to the 
large.supplies of the home-produced article 
which are now available. Present quotations 
for eggs do nat show much variation from 
those at this time last year. 

LIVE STOCK. 

Supplies of live stock to the Manchester 
Caitle market included a fair proportion of 
Irish, Fat cattle were shown im rather 
smaller numbers, and there was also a de 
crease in sheep and lambs. A rather quiet 
trade was experienced for fat cattle, but 
sellers showed no inclination to grant con- 
cessions to induce business, and late rates 
maintained.

‘Grams in Gwo Cities. 


Under the heading of ‘ Disappearing 
Tramears’’ a Manchester contemporary 
tells me that a decision has just been 
taken in that city by the Corporation 
Transport Committee to abandon thirteen 
and a half miles of tramway tracks, and 
to substitute eighty additional "buses for 
the old tramcars. This decision, it appears, 


arose from the profitable fesults secured. 


by the Corporation from their “bus 
services, and from the fact that the tracks 
now to be abandoned would have had to 
be renewed at a heavy capital outlay. As 
this news reached me from Manchester, I 
received a copy of a coloured map of the 
Dublin United Tramways Company’s tram 
and ‘bus services, from which it would 
appear that the actual mileage covered by 
their ‘bus routes is considerably greater 
than their stretch of tramway tracks.

“Gunnu in the Trish Sea. 


I wonder whether the tunny fish which 
are reported to be in the Irish Sea will 
find their way into Dublin Bay. In former 
years the tunny, after coming up from the 
Mediterranean, usually turned east into 
the English Channel, and set their course 
towards the North Sea; but on this occa- 
sion some of them seem to have gone 
straight ahead, probably on the track of 
herring. It would be interesting to see 
whether any of our local anglers would be 
prepared to challenge these seven or eight 
hundred pound monsters, if they should 
make their appearance in the mouth of the 
Liffey, as the “ turleyhvdes ”’ of old did in 
the Dodder. Tunny-fishing by rod and 
line is said to be one of the most expensive 
of all sports. It is necessary to have not 
only a motor boat from which to do the 
actual fishing, but a steam trawlér to which 
the boat must be secured. If this were not 
done, it is quite possible that a very power- 
ful fish might turn the tables and swim 
away with the boat, which would place the 
anglers in a very unpleasant predicament.

K ilkenny Castle. 


Kilkenny Castle, which Lord and Lady 
Ossory have decided to close in the 
autumn, is one of our most ancient 
baronial residences. No other castle can 
boast of a more magnificent situation or 
more historical associations than the home 
of ‘‘ the chief butler of Ireland.” I was 
surprised on visiting Kilkenny castle 
recently to find that, although outwardly 
it must look much as it did in 1391, when 
James Butler, the third Earl of Ormonde, 
bought it from William Lord Marshall, 
Earl of Pembroke, the interior is very 
modern. Lady Ossory, who is a great 
flower-lover, has blooms gathered from the 
Castle hot-houses plentifully scattered 
about the various rooms, and these, to- 
gether with some lovely Waterford glass, 
modern paintings and the famous tapes- 
tries and hand-painted walls, give the 
rooms an unique and bright appearance. 
The original castle dates back to the time 
of Strongbow (1172). This structure was 
burned by Donald O’Brien, King of 
Limerick, and the building afterwards 
built on the site became the chief residence 
of the illustrious house of Ormonde, 
Richard IT. was entertained at Kilkenny 
Castle in 1399. In March, 1650, when 
Cromwell beseiged the city, its defence 
was entrusted to Sir Walter Butler, who, 


after a fierce resistance against overwhelm- 
ing numbers, surrendered on honourable 
terms. It is recorded that Sir Walter 
Butler and his officers, when they marched 
out, were complimented by Cromwell, who 
said “ he had lost more men in storming 
that place than he had in taking 
Drogheda,"

A MODERN CONCEPTION 
OF GOD. 


SERMON BY CANON GOUDGE. 


A modern conception of God, which, he 
said, was now being spread on the bookstalls, 
was controverted by Canon H. L. Goudge, 
Regius Professor of Divinity at Oxford 
University, who was the preacher at Morning 
and Evening Services yesterday at St. 
Bartholomew's Church, Clyde road, Dublin. 

Remarking that there were a great many 
very attractive teachers to-day who told us 
that God was not only a God of Love, but 
a God of only Love, he said that this was 
as contrary to all our experience as it was 
to the teaching of the Scriptures. 

‘* Look at the world to-day,’’ he continued. 
“ Does it look like a world in which no such 
thing as punishment or retribution ever takes 
place’? That sin brings punishment is one of 
the laws of God.” 

Canon Goudge said that the polytheist had 
no God, and the polygamist had no wife. 
‘* Polygamy is just like divorce—so contrary 
to the Will of God that nothing can make it 
work. There is no health in them."

Such information arrives m large batches 
every week, rain or fine, and is eagerly 
welcomed by quite a large number of people.

The Sheriff (Alderman B. Pearlman) un- 
veiled a tablet at the Old Grammar School, 
adjacent to the Holy Trinity Church, where 
Wilberforce was educated. Some coloured 
people took part in the procession. 

The Archbishop of York, who preached at 
the commemoration Service, said that slaves 
were still captured and sold in some parts 
of the world. It was to be deplored that a 
hundred years after the Act of abolition, the 
civilised world had not made a more strenuous 
and effective effort to remove this disgrace 
from humanity. , We could not fail to appre- 
ciate the urgent need for vigilance and dis- 
interested zeal if the gaims won by Wilber- 
force and his colleagues were to be conserved. 
Not only did slavery call for extirpation, but 
various forms of forced labour which were 
only removed from slavery by a narrow 
margin. 

The Wilberforce Centenary Exhibition will 
be opened by Lady Illingworth to-day, and 
Viscount Cecil will deliver an oration at the 
foot of the Wilberofree Monument on Friday 
next,

The main reason for England's success, 
however, was the fact that the good cards 
were going to our North and South pair in 
Room 1, Beasley and Domvyille. They played 
them well. Afterwards the run of the cards 
switched to East and West. Culbertson and 
Lightner used them well, while in Room” 2 
the England East and West failed badly, In 
one day they missed three slams, including 
om grand slam, sand even missed simple game 
calls. 

Thursday “evening and Friday . afternoon 
were tfagic. Various changes were made in 
Room 2, but the run ‘could not be stopped. 
The game seemed all over on Friday night, 
but on Saturday afternoon Beasley and Dom- 
ville had the cards aguin for a spell and they 
won back 5,300 points. There was another 
hurried meeting of the American players, and 
they ralhed. But had Fast. and West in 
Room 2 heen up to the standard of North 
and Sonth in Room 1, England would have 
won. There is not a doubt that Beasley and 
Domville were the best pair of the match. 


FOUR AND FIVE NO TRUMP 
CONVENTION, 


Against this, the Americans had one new 
tactic that made them powerful. Their new 
four and five no trump convention makes slam 
bidding very simple. After a game call has 
been reached in the best suit, a bid of four 
no trump shows two aves and a king, in a 
suit bid of five no trump shows three aces 
and a king in a suit previously bid. 

The result was that they had definite in- 
formation, and when this bid was not made 
they instantly knew there was danger and did 
not bid slams. That convention was invalu- 
able to the Americans. Culbertson’s team as 
a team was stronger and their bidding tactics 
sounder, though there were several instances 
of rank bad bidding bringing a good result. 
Here is a case. Holding: Spades A K Q J 5 
4, hearts Q. diamonds A 0 10 8 7 4, and no 
clubs, Gottlieb bid one spade. His partner 
responded with two kings in her hand, and 
eventually a slam was bid and made. He 
took .chances and was iucky to find support. 

The freak of the match was when Domville, 
after passing, bid two hearts after the opposi- 
tion had bid one heart, He was left in and 
made one trick! He actually stopped a small 
slam in hearts from the other side, but the 
penalty was 700 against England, despite the 
fact that in the other room England did bid 
a small slam 

During the week 27,000 people .attended

We, who know the secrets 
of the hearts of the Irish people in the con- 
fessional, have never doubted the reality of 
their faith.”” These words were used by the 
Rev. Father Garahy, 8.J., in the course of 
his special sermon yesterday at the dedica- 
tion of the new Church of Corpus Christi, 
Mount Temple, Moate, Co. estmeath. 
Cardinal MacRory, Archbishop of Armagh, 
and Primate of all Ireland, was present at 
the Solemn Pontifical Mass, celebrated by 
Dr. McNamee, Bishop of Ardagh and Clon- 
macnoise. Dr. Curley, Archbishop of Balti- 
more, U.8.A.; Dr, Mulvany, Bishop of 
Meath, and Monsignor Curran, Rector of the 
Irish College, Rome, were also present. 
The plans for the church had been brought 
to Rome by Monsignor Langan, D.D., V.G., 
ish priest of Moate, where they were 
essed by the Pope, who presented to him a 
mosaic crucifix and a jewelled monstrance for 
use in the new church. The Archbishop of 
Baltimore and Count John McCormack, who 
were Mass servers to Monsignor Langan 
when he was administrator in Athlone, joined 
with him in presenting the Communion rails. 
In the course of his dedication sermon, the 
Rev. Michael Garahy, 8.J., referred to those 
who pretend to be scandalised at the alleged 
waste of money on church building. He 
woudered why those critics were so sparing 
in their censure of the immense sums ex- 
nded in erecting palaces of pleasure, in 
uilding luxury jimers and in pares for the 
depraved tastes of a society in whose life 
the chief aim seemed to be the gratification 
of the senses. Dr. Downey, Archbishop of 
Liverpool, tad rounded effectively on some 
critics who had questioned the propriety of 
spending three million pounds on his new 
cathedral when he said: “ It is about half the 
cost of a modern battleship which will be 
scrapped as obsolete in twenty years, if it is 
not sunk in action in the meantime.’’ The 
Iris!: people. Father Garahy remarked, had 
always contributed money not only willingly, 
but also gratefully, towards the building of 
churches. ‘‘ And,” he said, “we make no 
apologies for our generosity to God.” 


MATERIALISM. 

Referring to the growth of atheism, Father 
Garahy went on to suppose that even in 
their quiet countryside they had caught some 
echo of the new doctrines of aggressive 
materialism which were being so pega | pro- 
pagated in the modern world. “It will,” he 
said, ‘‘have probably made little impression 
on your minds. The danger of its spreading 
to Ireland will seem to you so remote that 
you can afford to despise it. If you have 
thought of it at all, it will have appeared to 
ou as a species of madness, a passing de- 
Gesiany which may be left to wear itself out. 
But it is nothing of the kind, It is a care- 
fully thought-out plan, elaborated by the 
German Jew, Karl Marx, for the overthrow 
of Christianity. It hag already pushed its 
way beyond the borders of Russia, into every 
country in the world. Even here, in this 
country, it is seeking to obtain a hearing. 
Its champions are few, if you will. They 
have no standing. But neither Lenin nor 
Trotsky had on | standing when they un- 
chained the devil of Bolshevism in Russia.” 

Continuing, he said that they could afford 
to despise this new doctrine of Corhmunism 
if it was being presented to them in the 
crudely blasphemous way in which it was 
preached in other European countries, where 
the ground had been well prepared for its 
reception, but the spokesmen of the new 
creed in Ireland were far too clever to open 
their campaign with direct blasphemy against 
the faith. They presented their Bolshevism 
carefully camouflaged as the one means to 
end the misery of the world’s down-trodden 
classes. 

“They will tell you that their aim is to 
make Ireland free and prosperous, to abolish 
class distinction, to make all men equal, to 
do away with poverty. They will preach 
hatred of the rich, and profess unbounded 
sympathy with. the workers. They will 
make an end of private property in the land, 
and will insist on the handing over of the 
education of children to the State, and abolish 
religious education in the schools, By these 
methods the way will be prepared Toe the 
master stroke, the linking up of the Irish 
Workers’ Republic with the athiest Soviet 
Republic of Russia. This is the programme 
which is intended to seduce the youth of 
Ireland from allegiance to Christ." 


SOCIAL SLAVERY. 

** Should this plan succeed, what does the 
future hold for Treland ? Let Soviet Russia 
be the answer. Social slavery and moral 
bankruptcy exist in that country, where mil- 
lions to-day are human machines, harnessed 
to the service of the State, rebbed of their 
God, of their hopes of heaven, and educated 
in the mysteries of vice.’’ 

Cardinal MacRory, who had travelled by 
road from Armagh in the company of the 
Most Rev. Dr. MacNamee. was attended at 
the throne during the celebration of the 
Solemn Pontifical Mass by Archdeacon 
Donohoe, P.P., V.F., Carrick-on-Shannon, 
and Canon Kennedy, P.P., Cloghan.

ten years. 

Messrs. Spratt and Bradley were al- 
leged to have been sent to India with 
financial aid from Moscow to organise the 
overthrow of British rule. Mr. Hutchinson 
was editor of a Socialist journal, and vice-- 
president of the Red Flag Union, an or- 
ganisation of mill-workers.

Last week's spectacular collapse on the 
New York Stock Exchange has caused 
much uneasiness in the United States. 
During the last four months, since the 
gold standard was abandoned, there has 
been a totally unjustified rise in share 
prices on Wall street, In many cases 
values have been more than doubled, 
almost entirely in consequence of specu- 
lation, and sooner or later a crash was 
bound to come. The Government seems 
to take the view that the bubble i..~ been 
pricked just in time. If share prices had 
continued to rise, a completely artificial 
condition of affairs would have been 
created, and the consequences would have 
been most serious. As matters stand at 
the moment, no lasting harm has been 
done. Speculators have been caught 
napping. Large sums have been lost by 
persons who were trying to manipulate 
the market ; but, in President Roosevelt’s 
opinion, the events of the last few days 
may prove to be a valuable lesson. He 
has refused to regulate the operations of 
the stock market, although strong pres- 
sure has been used to secure the exercise 
of his almost dictatorial powers. On the

Racing in lraq. 

How many people know that the State 
of Iraq possesses an important racing and 
horse-breeding industry? Race meetings 
were organised there for the first time 
during the Great War, and have been 
placed on a very sound and profitable 
basis since the Armistice. The sport, 
with its occidental frills, appeals enor- 
mously to the Arab mind. All the jockeys 
are Arabs; the Baghdad course im magnifi. 
cent, and very considerable sums of 
money change hands at every meeting 
through the totalisator—for there are no 
bookmakers in Iraq. It seems, however, 
that the whole valuable industry is in 
danger from what is described as a strong 
Puritanical movement among members of 
the Iraq Parliament, who seek to impose 
a ban upon race meetings. They have 
contrived already to exercise control over 
many of the inhabitants’ amusements. 
When they set their hands against horse- 
racing, however, they are likely to meet 
with opposition ; for the Arabs are a race 
of horse-lovers, and are not likely to 
submit without an effort to the banning 
of their. favourite pastime. For that 
matter, they hardly will allow a substan- 
tial part of their livelihood to be taken 
away. If races are proscribed in Iraq. 
much of the incentive to the breeding of 
race-horses will be removed—and thou- 
sands of horses. are exported from Iraq 
yearly for the Indian meetings. Indeed. 
the reputation and performance of Iraq's 
horses in India are comparable with the 
reputation and performance of Irish 
horses at the English classic races. We 
fancy that the Arab’s farewell to his steed, 
traditionally a protracted and sentimental 
process, will become a casus belli if his 
legislators seek to make it compulsory.

A’ i nt silver treaty between 
La she obeaicies was signed in London 
The treaty, which can be considered the 
most impórtant entry on the credit side of 
the World Economic Conference to date, 
is considered by Senator Pittman, of the 
United States delegation, to be “ the 
beginning of a new effort to restore world 
prosperity.”’ i i 
‘The treaty, which comes under the 
iegis of the Monetary Sub-commission for 


'Permanent Measures of Financial Recon- 


struction, is signed by the delegates of 
Australia, Canada, China, U.S.A., India, 
Mexico, Peru and Spain, and is an agree- 


ment between the chief silver producing 


and consuming countries to mitigate 
fluctuations in the price of the metal. 

The effect of the treaty will be to raise 
the price of silver, and thus to increase 
the power of countries with a silver cur- 
rency to buy manufactures from the indus- 
trial countries. The silver mining coun- 
tries will also benefit from the orderly 
marketing of their product.

The flax harvest is ~ow in full swing 
on the King’s estate at Sandringham. 
If the present spell oi fine weatner con- 
tinues, it is expected that operations will 
be completed within a fortnight. The 
crop will then be transferred to the port 
of King’s Lynn, threshed into bales, and 
ship by steamer to Belfast. In 
Northern Ireland the, rough flax is to he 
converted into finished fibre foi the 
making of fine linen. 

During the season 170 acres have been 
grown in West Norfolk, The King’s 


quota has been 42 acres, sown on His‘

The development of the new industry 
has been made possible by the King's en- 
couragement o. research work, and by the 
enterprise of the Belfast Linen Manufac- 
turers’ Association, who, earlier in the 
year, placed contracts with the growers.

On the motion with reference to compufsory 
vaccination an interesting discussion arose. 

Dr. R. M. F. Picken, the chairman of the 
Public Health Committee, said that so far 
as he knew the British Medical Association 
had never considered whether compulsion was 
desirable or not in relation to vaccination. 
His committee wanted to have the question 
ventilated. No doubt there were cogent argu- 
ments both for and against rphlas., sox lf, 
however, they had in practice complete com- 
pulsory vaccination and complete compulsory 
revaccination, then he thought that none of 
them would question that policy, but they 
knew there was only compulsion in name, and 
that they had not compulsion in practice. They 
thought that a law that was not operative was 
worse than no law at all. In 1925 at the 
annual representative meeting the authorities 
were urged to adopt every possible measure, 
including propaganda, to educate public 
opinion, to get vaccination more widely ac- 
cepted. Those who were concerned with the 
control of smallpox knew the great obstacle 
to the education of the public im this matter 
was the natural opposition of the British 
public to anything which was compulsory.

THE SPIRIT OF SCIENCE. 

Instead of fearing modern scieneé and 
Biblical criticism, of which an educated and 
bel.eving Church should not. be afraid, we 
should concentrate on the real enemy, the 
secularism, which like an east wind, is wither- 
ing the vitality of Christendom.
